KEEPS CONGRESS 


FROM ADJOURN 


Southern Senators Making 
a Final Stand to Secure 
Legislation for Relief of 
Crisis Caused by War. 


VAIN HUNT FOR QUORUM. 
IN HOUSE AND SENATE 


House Was Ready to Quit, 
But Southern Senators 
Held Up War Revenue 
Measure — Wilson Urges 
Some Legislation for Cot- 
ton. 


Washington, October 22.—-Filibuster- 
§ng by southern democrats fighting for 
Yegislation to relieve the cotton situ- 
ation upset carefully laid plans for 
adjournment of congress at 6 o’clock 
tonight. 

Led by Senator Hoke Smith, of Geor- 
@ia, the cotton belt members at the 
last moment prevented action in the 
senate on a joint resolutich to adjourn 
sine die, already passed by the house, 
and tonight it appeared that unless an 
agreement could be reached tomorrow 
for a recess until after the November 
elections, congress would stay in ses- 
gion indefinitely without a quorum of 
either house in Washington. 

The collapse of the adjournment pro- 
@ram came after every hope for its 
success had been held out, and supreme 
efforts had been made to conclude the 
session after adoption in both houses 
of the conference report on the war 
tax bill. 

Spectacular Dash by President. 

A spectacular feature of the situa- 
tion was a dash by President Wilson 
in an automobile from a golf course to 
the capitol to reach there in time to 
sign the war revenue bill before ad- 
journment. The president rushed into 
the capitol, followed by secret service 
men, at 5:45 o’clock in the evening. 
Attired in his golf clothes and with- 
out his reading glasses, he hastened to 
the president's room, where the reve- 
nue measure, signed by Speaker Clark 
and Senator Clarke, president pro tem- 
pore of the senate, awaited him. Bor- 
rowing glasses from Senator Hughes, 
of New Jersey, the president signed 
the bill and several others. 

Senators ran in and out of the pres- 
ident’s room, holding thefr watches, 
while Senator Martin vainly sought ta 
have passed the resolution the house 
had passed early in the day, providing 
for adjournment ains die at 6 o'clock. 
At every turn he wag met by filibus- 
tering tactics of Senator Hoke Smith, 
who demanded successive roll calls on 
motions to adjourn until tomorrow, to 
recess untll tomorrow and to proceed 
to consideration of executive business. 
This kept the senate busy until 6 
o'clock, the clock in the house having 
been turned back meanwhile in the 
hope that the senate might pass the 
resolution.

go Speaker Clark might sign the war 
revenue bill. The house quorum finally 
Was rounded up, but when the senate 
reconvened at 5:30 the southern sena- 
tors resumed their filibuster so determ- 
inedly that hope of adjournment soon 
was abandoned. 

The house was prepared for final 
adjournment. Early in the day the 
war revenue bill conference report had 
been agreed to. Then Majority Leader 
Underwood brought in the resclution 
for the routine of final adjournment. 

Supporters of cotton relief measures 
announced they would fight adijourn- 
ment unless they could be assured of 
action on the currency amendments and 
on the cotton warehouse bill. Majority 
Leader Underwood, however, aided by 
Republican Leader Mann, gathered his 
forces together and before the rapidly- 
melting quorum of the house disappear- 
ed the final ajournment resolution and 
a resolution authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a committee to notify the 
president that congres was ready to ad- 
journ were passed. ‘ 

Glass Bill Considered. 

The house then resumed considera- 
tion of the Glass bill to authorize 
banks to issue circulation on commer- 
cial paper up to 100 per cent of the 
bank’s capital and surplus. The bill 
Was passed to its third readine on a 
roll call after a two hours’ wait for 
a quorum. As soon as the quorum ap- 
peared the speaker signed the enrolled 
war revenue bill and the plans of the 
leaders for adjournment were complete

MEASURE 1S DEFEATED 
TO CUT-COTTON ACREAGE 


South Carolina Follows Texas 
in Refusing to Enact Re- 
duction Legislation. 


Columbia, S. C., October 22.—The 
house has killed the bill making it a 
misdemeanor to plant cotton during 
1915. The measure was conditioned on 
total elimination of the crop by other 
southern states. The total elimination 
plan was discarded in the house by a 
vote of two to one. 

The senate passed a joint resolution 
submitting to the people at the No- 
vember election the question of issuing 
$35,000,000 in bonds to valorize the 
1914 cotton crop. A committee from 
the senate left for Washington to in- 
terview Secretary McAdoo on the pro- 
posed bond issue and find out whether 
he would approve the bonds if they 
were issued for loans under the federal! 
reserve system.

BY 140,000 PERSONS 


That Is the Estimate of Experts 
Who Aided Congress in 
Framing the Law. 


Washington, were 22.—-Unless ex- 
perts who aided tongress in framing 
the income tax law were greatly in 
error, 140,000 persons with taxable in- 
comes have evadea the internal reve- 
nue collector. MPigurées made pwhblic to- 
night at the treasury show 357,698 -re- 
turns, while c ress designed the law 
on estimates oni there were 426,000 
taxable incomes. These estimates did 
not include incomes between $3,000 and 
$4,000, on which 79,426 returns actual- 
ly were made, so that the total dis- 
crepancy is 146,828.

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MELDRIM NAMED HEAD

Washington, October 22.—A dinner 
tonight in honor of the United States 
Supreme court and commemorative of 
its one hundred and twenty-fifth anni- 
versary, presided over by former Presi- 
dent William H. Taft, and attended by 
Chief Justice White and associate jus- 
tices, closed the annual meeting of the 
American Bar association, Peter W. 
Meldrim, of Savannah, having been 
elected president at the final business 
session. 

The compromise in the closing hours 
of the meeting on negro membership 
permitted adjournment without a sin- 
gle contest on the floor. Moorfield 
Storey, of Boston, Mass., had intro- 
duced a resolution to rescind the 1912 
resolution declaring it never had been 
contemplated that negroes should be- 
come members. As a substitute, Henry 
St. George Tucker, of Virginia, before 
debate on the Storey resolution was 
taken up, offered a resolution rescind- 
ing the 1912 resolution, but setting 
forth that whereas it is important that 
full information should be furnished 
to the exeaptive committee as to ap- 
plications for membership, it was re- 
solved that all applications for mem- 
bership should state the race and sex 
of the applicant and.such other facts 
as the committee should require. The 
Tucker resolution was adopted. 

The Tucker resolution not only set- 
tled for the time the negro ques- 
tion, but empowered the _ executive 
committee to pass on the admission of 
women, three of whom have applied 
for membDdership.

DENIES SHE KILLED 
HUSBAND'S PATIENT 


Mrs. Carman Tells Her 
Story to the Jury — She | 
Says She Did Not Even 
Know Mrs. Bailey. 


SPATS WITH HUSBAND 
ABOUT MRS. VARANCE 


Mrs. Carman Admits She 
Slapped Mrs. Varance Be- 
cause the Latter Kissed Dr. 
Carman—Denies the Story 
Told by Negro Maid. 


Mineola, N. Y., October 22.—Mrs.! 
Florence Conklin Carman took the wit- 
ness stand in her own defense today 
and entered a sweeping dental of the 
charge that she murdered Mrs. Louise 
Balley. 

Item by item Mrs. Carman went over 
the story of Celia Coleman, the negress 
in her employ at the time of the trag- 
edy in the Carman home in Freeport 
last June, and declared false every 
accusation the domestic made in her 
testimony yesterday. A frabication 
from beginning to end, was, in the es- 
sence, her characterization of the 
maid’s narrative of events of the night 


Mrs. Bailey was shot and killed in the | 


office of Dr. Edwin Carman, the de- 
fendant’s husband, and of subsequent 
happenings in the Carman home. 

The story told by the negro girl was 
offered by the prosecution as tending 
directly to connect Mrs. Carman with 
the shooting, and the efforts of Mrs. 
Carman’s counsel today in questioning 
his client were designed chiefly to dis- 
credit the servant's testimony. Mrs. 
Carman responded, with alacriiy and 
seemingly with entire frankness. She 
looked inte faces of the jurors with 
steady eyes when she desired to im- 
press them with some particular point 
and she seemed resentful when certain 
points in the etory of the negress were 
under discussion. , 

Mrs. Carman was oO the witness 
stand nearly an hour under direct ex- 
amination. She will undergo cross-ex- 
amination tomorrow. 

The wife of the Freeport physician 
admitted she had installed a telephonic 
instrument in her husband's office, but 
dened she was “insanely jealous.” 

Her Husband’s “Girls.” 

She satd she had heard people ask 
her h@sband “how all his girls were” 
Sometimes he had stayed out all night. 
If her husband was as bad as he had 
been painted to her, she wanted tu 
know it. If she found out what she had 
heard was true she said, she had de- 
termined she would continue to live 


in the house with him, but would never 


speak to him again. Then, on the morn- 
ing after the murder, she declared, she 
tore cut the devioe that the district 
attorney had termed a ‘mechanical 
eaves-dropper,” because she thought 
her husband already had enough to 
bother him. 

Mrs. Carman even corroborated some 
of the state’s witnesses by admitting 
that on the evening of the murder she 
had called to her daughter, Elizabeth, 
to stop playing the piano. But she did 
this, she swore, because she had a 
headache and not, as the prosecution 
has intimated, because she wanted to 
listen over the mechanical eaves-drop- 
per to what her husband was saying to 
a woman in his office. 

She admitted, too, that on one oc- 
casion, she looked in the same window 
as that ihrough which the assassin of 
Mrs. Bailey fired because she knew a 
trained nurse he appeared to be fond 
of was in his office. 

When Mrs. Carman stepped down 
from the stand, she apparently was as 
fresh as when she went on. 

Mrs. Carman on Stand. 

Mrs. Carman was called to the wit- 
ness stand at 4:42 o'clock. 

Mrs. Carman told the 
story: 

“T am the defendant 
to Dr. Carman in 18942. 

“Early in the morning of June 30, 
1914, I went to New York. I spent the 
day shopping. I returned to Freeport 
with a headache on a train at 6 o’clock. 

“As soon as [| got home I took off 
my coat and went to the supper table. 
I answered the front door once. I 
admitted a man I do not know. I 
still had the headache at this time. 
After supper I went right up to bed. I 
undressed and put my clothing away. 
Then I put on my night clothes and 
went to bea. I was ill. I heard Bliza- 
beth playing the piano. I told her to 
stop. Soon after I heard a shot and 
some ca¢mmotion downstairs. I put on 
my kimono. I also put on my slippers. 
I went downstairs into the pantry 
room. I could not see in the office. 
The door was closed. I heard the doc- 
tor talk then. I went, back upstairs, 
thinking that everything was all right. 
I met Elizabeth upstairs. Soon after 
Mrs. Powell came up and told me that 
some woman had been shot in. the 
gifice. Mrs. Conklin als® came up. 

“The district attorney called about 
9:30 o'clock that night. I went to bed 
at 10 o'clock. IJ had not been off the 
premises the whole night. The reason 
I did not go into the office was be- 
cause Dr. Carman told me never to go 
into the office after we had the 
trouble with the nurse. We also had 
another difficulty about the office on 
ether occasions.” 

“The last time I saw 
the nurse, wae in 
slapped her face. 

Spats Over Mrs. Varance. 

“Dr. Carman and I had several spats 
over Mrs. Varance. She came to the 
office afterwards and I did not think 
it was right. On the night I slapped 
her face i saw her first in the waiting 
room. Later I looked in, but she was 
not there. So I went out in the yard 
and looked into the dactor’s office 
through the window. 

“I saw them talking. Then Dr. Car- 
man peeled $15 from a roll he took 
from his coat pocket and gave it to 
the nurse: They talked some more and 
Mrs. Varance kissed the doctor. Then 
[ rapped on the window and went in.’ 
I said to the nurse: ‘This is a nice way 
for a married woman and a married 
man to act.” Then I said to the doctor: 
‘So this is where your money goes.’ 
Then I demanded the money and got it. 

“Il told Mrs. Varance never to come 
to the heuse again. After it was all

Mr. Coles stated that the cotton loan | 
contract being Issued by his bank to 
correspondent banks and merchants 
stipulated nothing regarding the cut- 
ting of the cotton acreage for next 
year, or the raising of foodstuffs in 
place of cotton. ‘we are leaving this 
matter,’ said Mr. Coles, “entirely up 
to the farmer. He will realize that it 
is his salvation to reduce his acreage 
and diversify his crops.”

London, October 23.—(12:30 a. m.)— 
A private letter received in Amster- 
dam from a high official in Berlin and 
quoted by the Exchange Telegraph's 
Amsterdam correspondent, says Lieu- 
tenant General Count Helmuth von 
Moltke, chief of the German staff, is 
dying. °* 

‘iverything,” the correspondent 
adds, “is bene done to keep the news 
secret. General Von Moltke is suffer- 
ing from an affection of the liver. The 
cure he was undergoing was interrupt- 
ed in July by the German mobilization. 
He has now had to leave Emperor Wil- 
liam’s headquarters, General von Fal- 
kenhayn, the Prussian minister of war, 
being left in charge. 

Many German officers ascribe the 
check to the German advance to the 
forced retirement of General von 
Moltke.”

TIME TO THINK ABOUT 
FIXING A MARKET 


Edition Constitution: I read with a great 
deal of pleasure what The Constitution had 
to say in its report of Asa Candler’s views 
on the general business situation, and espe- 
cially that part where Mr. Candler is quoted 
concerning the futility of calling a special 
session of the legislature. 

Jn the 18th I met and talked with four 
tarmers of Cokb county, all representative 
middle-class men, who do their own think- 
ing, and do their own farming. Each, and 
all, were-of the opinion that the matter of 
attempting to control the farmers’ product 
through legislative enactment would not 
oniy be illegal, but would be impractical, 
and therefore of no good in its effect. 

One of the number has leased a place 
that is owned by the writer, and stated to 
me that he intended to plant eight acres 
of cotton for the coming year, the balance 
of the twenty-odd that is open for cultu-e to 
go into corn, peas, potatoes, beans and 
melons. 

This plan, following out some suggestions 
of my own, meets with entire favor on my 
part-—nevertheless when it comes to finding 
a market for anything but the cotton, likely 
not even that—I am very skeptical. 

We always judge by comparison. In 1893 
Kansas City was the same sized city that 
Atlanta is today. At that time, at the in- 
tersection of Fourth street and Grand ave- 
nue, was a wholesale and retail market cov- 
ering perhaps four city blocks, and it is safe 
to say that it stands there today, not larger, 
perhaps, as it had taken in all the availzcpie 
room at the time I write about. 

At this market was offered for sale every 
product of tne farm. Hay and corn was o7- 
fered and sold by the load, as well as al! 
products to be found tin all well-regulated 
Here were Columbia river salmon,

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wall, and packed in flat quart tins and 
frozen solid were oysters from Baltimore. 

Nothing that the farmer produced went 
begging at the market of Kansas City, 
whether it was pigs, or potatoes, apples or 
alfalfa, all found buyers. 

Is it then to be said that cities the size 
and less than the size of Atlanta, as well as 
other cities in the state, can furnish market 
conditions that we can’t meet? 

It has been well and truly said—the 
farmer feeds us all. The editor in his sanc- 
tum, the banker at his desk, the business 
man in his office and the mechanic at his 
bench, all are dependent on the farmer. 

3efore the cities were laid out the pioneer 
farmer settled the wild places of this coun- 
try. We should keep these facts before us, 
and instead of haranguing about legislation 
to compel him to do certain things, we should 
let him see, by leaving the miatter up to 
his own intelligence, that we trust him— 
just as we have in the past—and then set 
about creating conditions that will enable 
him to get the best prices for his products— 
matters not what they be. 

Mr. Candler hag set a fine example, and 
while very few of us have the 
imitate, even in a small way what he has 
done, we can help the farmer by buying 
his products direct and giving the prefer- 
ence to supplies for our table, and our stock, 
raised right here in Georgia. 

We all know what Georgia can raise, 
and by advertising our needs, we will know 
just where we can buy to best advantage, 
help ourselves and help the farmer.

The Resolutions. 

Resolved, That the orisis caused by the 
closing of European markets for cotton, our 
export crop, having disturbed na- 
tional credit, reversed our balance of trade 
and deprived a large part of our country of 
the means with which to meet its obliga- 
tions to other sections, presents a national 
problem. 

We, therefore, urgently call upon congress 
to remain in session until it has enacted 
sound laws for financing surplus cotton, and 
for protecting the producers against ruinous 
prices for the next crop die to the present 
war-created surplus. We believe that ad- 
journment of congress without this legisla- 
tion would be culpable neglect of duty.

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No citizen of the United States can have 
read with greater interest the final report 
of the government upon the quantity and 
quality of the food-producing crops of this 
year than James J. Hill. The harvest must 
be regarded by him as having proved the 
soundness of the view he has so often ex- 
pressed in recent years that fundamentally 
the wealth of the country is based upon 
soil products and that these products can 
be so increased in quantity and improved in 
quality that we shall continue to have abun- 
dance for ourselves and a surplus for export 
even though our population continues to 
increase as it has increased since the civil 
war. 

Mr. Hill has ventured to maintain that 
our soil is capable of producing’ commodities 
of the yearly money value of $15,000,000,000, 
provided the attention is given to the soil 
which the farmers of Great Britain and Hol- 
land and Denmark bestow wpon their soil. 
England’s acres are so tilled that they pro- 
duce from 25 bushels to 30 bushels of wheat 
an acre, yet their soil has been tilled for 
many centuries, while almost all of ours 
has been cultivated only within the past 
50 or 60 years. 

The government reports show that our 
farmers have so cultivated the soil that this 
year they have gained an average of a 
bushel an acre as compared with last year. 
The grains which are chiefly employed in 
furnishing food yield this year an average 
of 11 bushels an acre, whereas last vear 
only 10 were harvested. Had late climatic 
conditions been a little more favorable the 
increase would have been somewhat larger. 

Of course, anygeonsideration of the 
money value of tH® harvest must include 
the sudden and extraordinary influence 
which the outbreak of war upon the conti- 
nent of Europe has caused. And yet in any 
event this harvest, which, taken as a whole, 
is the most bountiful we have ever garnered, 
would probably be of a money value of 
$10,000,000,000, inclusive of cotton, had 
peace prevailed in Europe this year. The 
ultimate effect of the war will make good 
the impairment in the actual harvest as 
compared with the estimate made by this 
government in August, for the farmers will 
be able to get better prices for their prod- 
ucts than they would have commanded but 
for the war. , 

The Story of Corn. 

Phenomenal as was the harvest of win- 
ter wheat, nevertheless the last report of 
the government of the condition of the corn 
harvest contains features that are almost 
as interesting, although they are not un- 
usual. At the produce exchange in this city, 
the comment had been made since the latest 
government report that again it has been 
demonstrated that midsummer and late 
summer estimates by the government of the 
amount of the corn harvest are not to be 
relied upon. Sometimes these were over- 
estimates, and the authoritative figures have 
shown harvests much smaller than those in- 
dicated by the government’s midsummer 
figures. 

On the 
sometimes 


other “hand, the government has 
under-estimated, and that was 
the case this year. The country can count 
with confidence upon a harvest of corn of 
approximately 2,700,000,000 bushels. It is 
not the greatest yield of corn, but it is up 
to the average of the past five years, an 
averarve which includes the record-making 
crop of somewhat ever 3,000,000,000 Dushels. 

The three chief grain harvests, when gar- 
nered, estimated by bushels, will aggregate 
approximately 4,750,000,000 bushels. The 
feature of this harvest which will become 
traditional is fllustrated by the fact that 
it hase been garnered at a time when the 
United States was in need of exceptionally 
great increase of financial strength. The 
harvest of the soil was garnered in_ the 
United States at a time when the soil of 
Furope was impregnated with the blood of 
soldiers and temporarily ruined by the march 
of armies. 

There came quick response from other 
countries to the announcement of our phe- 
nomenal harvest. All the countries now en- 
gaged in war excepting Germany appeared 
by correspondence in the American mar. 
kets, prepared to buy American food prod 
ucts. Apparently the United States is ab'a 
fully to equal the demand. The money 
obligations thereby entailed will inevitably 
sooner or later create for the United States 
a volume of credits probably unequaled 
since the day when we began to export food 
products and cotton. 

Another Feature. 

Another feature of the government's re- 
port is one which will make it possible to 
compare our agricultural with our industrial 
activities. In some of Mr. Hill's earlier ad- 
dresses, he tntimated that he was fearful 
lest too much of the energy and capital of 
the American people would be devoted to 
the interests of manufacturing industries 
He was apprehensive lest this disposition 
would in two ways be harmful to agricul- 
ture. In the first place, it would draw from 
the farms to the industriat centers a great 
number of persons, thereby obtaining a 
scarcity of harvest hands as well as a de- 
crease of farming, and, in the second place, 
if continued it sooner or later would be 
essential for the United States to import a 
good deal of food needed by the people. 

The government report shows that the 
harvest as a whole is the most bountiful 
we have ever had, yet at the same time 
manufacturers were occupied with securing 
great and large markets ‘in other parts of 
the world. and 
it not been for our exports of our manu- 
factured commodities between January 1 
and August 1, American 
have been brought 
paratively speaking. 

Some of the largest of our Industrial 
organizations were saved from serious em- 
barrassment by their exports. An organi- 
gation was perfected at the time the farm- 
ers were planting which had for its purpose 
the systematic, economic direction of the 
world-wide salesmanship, carried on by men 
whose employers floated the American flag 
over their manufacturing plants. So that 
when American agriculture was conquering 
the soil as never before, American manufac- 
turing industries were also seeking foreign 
markets and were relatively as successful 
in doing that as the farmers were in secur- 
ing unusual harvests.

STRASSBURG, 


i Along the Line 


Strassburg, whose citizens wake up early 
each morning and run for the paper to see 
what country they now belong to. is situated 
thirty miles east of a paripatetic line called 
the French-German boundary. It is a city of 
175,000 people and 20,000 soldiers, and is the 
capital of Alsace-Lorraine. 

Strassburg has been a miiitary strong- 
hold ever since the eighth legion of the 
Romans occupied it, 1,800 years ago. The 
French captured it in the fifth century, and 
in the tenth century the Germans took it 
over, and ran it until 1681, when Louis XVI. 
of France grabbed it and the long-suffering 
inhabitants had to change their language 
once more. In 1870 the Germans landed be- 
fore Strassburg with several hundred large, 
vicious guns and shot it so full of holes 
that it resembled fine Brussels lace when 
it surrendered, seven weeks later. 

Strassburg has been a German city since 
1870. It is the only city in the world which 
possesses a tombstone. In Paris there is a 
monument to departed Strassburg, and on 
the city’s birthday large mourning wreaths 
are hung on the statue. France is spending 
billions of dollars and hundreds of thou- 
sands of lives to get Strassburg back. It is 
fine to be so popular, but as the Strassburg- 
er sits in his cellar waiting for the golid 
shot and shrapnel festivities to begin he 
doubtless wishes that he could be overlook- 
ed for a little while. 

Strassburg is a beautiful old city, with 
quaint, handsome housesfi built long before 
plumbing was heard of, and a cathedral 
with a spire 465 feet high. It has a univer- 
sity, a library with 800,000 volumes ‘in it, 
and large numbers of fine new buildings, 
which are completely overlooked by the 
tourists in their eagerness to find the 
rheumatic old restaurants with hand-carved 
fronts. 

Strassburg manufactures energetically 
and also fattens geese for the pate de fois 
gras business. It has more canals than rail- 
roads and had a harbor of 210 acres con- 
nected with the Rhine two miles away. 
American economists who sob over the folly 
of improving American rivers should take 
one look at the shipping at Strassburg, 
which comes from the narrow gauge, in- 
significant little Rhine, and then play upon 
their blushes with a fire extinguisher. 


NEUTRALITY. 


About the most valuable and difficult 
art in the world today is that of maintain- 
ing neutrality. 

Neutrality consists of remaining so sym- 
pathetically fair-minded between two or 
more belligerent nations that the said na- 
tions will not be inspired to step over and 
hand the bystanding country a few hearty 
pokes. 

This is somewhat harder than walking 
over Niagara Falls on a tight wire, but not 
so hard as balancing on the end of a feather. 
After a diplomatic corps has maintained 
neutrality with a few hostile nations yam- 
mring on either side and inquiring what 
it meant by coaling this cruiser and eject- 
ing that one, the members of said corps 
usually retire to a rest cure for a few 
months. 

When France and England were at war 
in the first breadths of the last century. the 
United States maintained neutrality for a 
few years but finally went to war for relief. 

During the civil war, Eng!and maintained 
neutrality by fitting out confederate cruisers 
and ejecting the United States merchant 
marine from the seas. The United States got 
$15,000,000 for this bum and spurious brand 
of neutrality, but the merchant marine never 
came back—which made: the affair a great 
bargain for Great Britain. 

Neutrality has been a specialty of Switz- 
erland, and it has stood successfully on the 
side lines for 650 years. This has been easy 
for it, however. because it would take a 
mighty determined enemy to climb up into 
the 1100th story of Switzerland and bust its 
neutrality. 

Belgium 


is also great for neutrality. I 
has fought harder to maintain its neutrality 


than ie did to get the heavyweight title 
in 1870. 

The United States is now a strictly neu- 
tral country, full of Germans, Irish, French 
and Slavs, who are about as neutral when 
they get togetner as two black tom-cats are 
on a roof. We will not have much trouble in 
preserving an unblemish fairness to all the 
principals in the by-war, but if we can keep 
our adopted citizens from massacreing each 
other around the bulletin boards we will be 
performing a great feat.

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FORCERY OF BONDS 
RESULTS IN PROBE 


Syndicate of Swindlers Op- 
erating at Police Station, 
Tower and Courthouse Is 
Charged by Investigators. 


A fight against an alleged syndicate 
of bond swindlers, which is expected to 
involve a score of balliffs, lawyers and 
law office attaches, was opened Thurs- 
day when the grand jury returned in- 
dictments against Harry Latham, a for- 
mer bailiff in the office of Lowry Ar- 
nold, solicitor of city court, on two 
charges of bond forgery. 

The indictments were returned as the 
result of a systematic investigation 
that has been in progress for months 
by detectives under supervision of the 
solicitor gweneral’s office. It is report- 
ed that thelr probe has unearthed an 
organized ring of bond swindlers oper- 
ating at police headquarters, the Tower 
and in the courthouse. 

Other indictments, it was stated, will 
follow as early as the evidence fs put 
in shape for the grand jury. The names 
of a number of lawyers, bailiffs and 
law office assistants will be submitted 
to the jury. 

Latham was arrested Thursday 
morning and is held in the Tower un- 
der bond of $2,000. Aithough Bolicitor 
Dorsey would have nothing to say of 
either the Latham indictment or the 
report that others would follow, it was 
stated by court officials that the ring 
of alleged bond swindlers had been in 
existence for months, and that it had 
fleeced small fortunes from unwitting 
prisoners, mostly women of the under- 
world. 

The “system” is said to have pre- 
vailed at police headquarters, the coun- 
ty jail and at the courthouse, where 
its agents, posing as professional 
bondsmen, preyed upon | unfortunate 
prisoners who were unable to obtain 
freedom otherwise. Charging an ex- 
orbitant rate for bonds, the agents of 
the allegzed ring are said to have forged 
the name of Atlanta business men to 
bond papers, forcing the prisoners to 
appear in court by threats of imprison- 
ment for failure. 

The grand jury is expected to take 
up the other cases at its presont ses- 
sion.

Coach MecGugin is making every 
member of the team and the student 
body believe that the Commodores have 
a man’s-sized job on their hands Sat- 
urday against the Tar Heels... None of;

There ain't no such animal. 

The defensive tactics of the Commo- 
dores are coming in for the severest 
drilling, as it will be this department 
that will be most severely tested.

New Orleans, October 22.—More 
steadiness was displayed by cotton to- 
day than for some time past. Prices 
of both spots and futures remained un- 
changed at Westerday’s levels, January 
trading at 7 cents and middling being 
quoted at 65-8. The halt in the de- 
cline in the Dallas market had a 
steadying effect on local prices.

Favorable Reports From Pool. 

New York, October 22.—No fresh de- 
velopments in the plans for reopenin 
the cotton exchange were reporte 
here today. It is understood that the 
80-called syndicate committee has prac- 
tically completed the canvass of the 
trade on the subject of taking over 
old commitments from the contemplated 
corporation at 71-2 cents a pound for 
December and local traders are still 
awaiting an official announcement in 
that connection, in a belief that when 
the market does reopen it will be free 
from all entanglements. 

More favorable reports from. the 
$150,000,000 pool for financing surplus 
cotton were circulating during the day, 
but advices from the south suggested a 
more or less unsettled spot situation. 
Texas offerings, which were relative- 
ly cheap yesterday, were said to be a 
shade higher today, but some of the 
eastern belt markets were lower and 
cotton is evidently coming on the mar- 
kets daily under present § favorable 
weather conditions for picking and 
ginning.
